WARRANT  FOR  ANNUAL  MEETING 


[L.  S.]  To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Enfield, 
N.  H.,  County  of  Grafton  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  affairs  : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in 
said  Enfield  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next, 
at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following 
subjects  : 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk, 
three  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  one 
Library  Trustee  for  three  years,  one  or  more  (not  ex- 
ceeding three)  Highwaj-  Agents. 

2.  To  choose  all  other  officers  and  agents  as  the  town 
may  judge  necessary  to  be  chosen. 

3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  highwaj^s  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  take  any  action  in  regard 
to  delivery  of  blank  inventories. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memo- 
rial Day. 

7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  repair  of  Shaker  bridge. 

8.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  maintaining  street  lighting  by  electricity  for 
the  ensuing  year. 


9-  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  regard 
to  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

10.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  support  of  the  public  library  for  the  ensuing- 
year. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  bequest 
of  the  late  Emeline  Porter  Barnes,  the  sum  of  $250  for 
the  perpetual  care  of  the  family  lot  in  the  town  cemetery. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  amount  necessary  to  secure  State  Aid  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  highways,  under  the  law 
passed  at  January  Session,  1905.

Our  public  schools  are  making  good  use  of  the 
books  and  with  the  branches  at  East  Hill  and  the  Cen- 
ter reach  the  schools  and  all  that  wish  to  read  in  that 
part  of  the  town. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Rev.  A.  S.  Kilbourn,  the 
people  of  Potato  Hill  and  Mont  Calm  districts  are  eu- 
jo3dng"  the  librar3^  With  a  little  effort  among  the  people 
of  these  outlying  districts,  the  books  would  be  accessible 
to  ever)'  person  in  town. 

There  is  no  age  limit.  This  is  in  line  with  the 
library  movement  all  over  the  country.  The  reading 
habit  is  well  established  in  our  children,  and  will  do 
much  for  their  entertainment,  intelligence  and  success 
in  life. 

The  time  of  the  annual  inspection  of  the  books  has 
been  changed  from  August  to  April. 

Our  needs  are  more  books  of  reference  for  our 
schools,  and  quite  a  little  work  done  on  some  cases  to 
make  them  fit  to  hold  books.  To  our  voters  we  look 
for  the   means  to  suppl}'  these    needs.

RBPORT 


OP   THE 


Superintendent  of  Schools 


Much  is  read  at  the  present  time  in  man}'  of  the 
periodicals  regarding  "getting  back"  to  a  more  thor- 
ough teaching  of  the  fundamentals,  commonl)^  known 
as  the  "three  R's."  Unquestionably  the  public  has  a 
right  to  demand  that  a  boy  or  girl,  upon  leaving  the 
elementary  schools,  should  be  able  to  express  his 
thoughts  clearly  and  intelligently,  both  by  spoken  and 
written  word,  to  spell  correctly,  write  legibly  and  per- 
form quickly  and  accurately  the  simple  processes  of  a- 
rithmethic  that  are  in  common  use.  That  we  have  not 
allowed  ourselves  to  get  away  from  the  teaching  of  the 
fundamentals  seems  to  be  borne  out  b}^  the  statements  in 
the  recent  encouraging  report  made  by  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Schools,  Hon.  H.  C.  Morrison,  after  his 
personal  inspection  of  the  local  school  system. 

We  began  our  new  year  with  practically  a  new 
corps  of  teachers  throughout  the  town.  Several  teach- 
ers who  had  faithfully  served  us  in  the  past,  declined 
re-election  to  accept  more  lucrative  positions  elsewhere 
or  to  enter  upon  new  lines  of  work.  We  feel  that  we 
were  especially  fortunate  in  our  selection  of  new  teach- 
ers, as  the  work,  in  most  instances,  is  being  carried  on 
in  a  most  satisfactory  and  eflficient  manner. 
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As  stated  in  our  last  report  a  gain  of  over  two  (2) 
per  cent,  was  made  last  year  in  regularity  of  attendance 
of  the  pupils,  as  compared  with  the  previous  record. 
This  }'ear  we  are  pleased  to  report  another  gain,  the 
average  dail)^  attendance  being  ninety-two  and  five- 
tenths  (92.5)  percent,  and  the  average  daily  absence 
less  than  seventeen  (17)  pupils  out  of  a  membership  of 
two  hundred  twenty-six  (226)  pupils.  Unfortunately 
the  number  of  instances  of  tardiness  increased,  being 
due  to  the  action  of  a  few  pupils.  The  maximum  num- 
ber of  instances  of  tardiness,  which  a  pupil  may  have  in 
one  year,  are  about'  three  hundred  forty  (340)  and  ap- 
parently a  few  pupils  nearly  reached  the  maximum. 
Punctuality  should  be  insisted  upon. 

The  High  School  continues  to  grow  in  respect  to 
both  number  of  pupils  and  efficiency  of  work.  The  reg- 
istration, as  predicted  last  year,  has  been  over  forty 
(40)  pupils  this  year,  a  splendid  record  for  the  town. 
The  next  report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
on  the  efficiency  of  school  systems,  as  measured  b}^  the 
number  of  pupils  continuing  their  education  in  the  sec- 
ondary schools,  will  show  a  marked  gain  for  Enfield. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  sixteen  (16)  pupils,  or 
over  one-third  of  all  the  pupils  of  the  school,  are  taking, 
in  part  or  whole,  the  commercial  course.  The  cost  of 
maintaining  this  course  has  been  materially  reduced  by 
the  tuition  received  from  several  out-of-town  pupils, 
who  have  been  attracted  to  the  school  solely  for  this 
reason. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  excellent  report  of 
the  Principal  of  the  High  vSchool,  in  which  3'ou  wnll 
find  more  detailed  information. 

We  were  much  pleased  to  see  an  organization  of 
the  Parent-Teacher  Association  perfected  during  the 
year.  The  object  of  this  association  is  "to  study  the 
welfare  of  the  child  in  home,  school  and  community 
and  create  a  better  mutual    understanding    between  pa- 
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rents  and  teachers  and  co-operation  in  all  work  for  the 
interest  of  the  children."  So  far  as  practicable  a  branch 
or  circle  of  this  organization  should  be  started  in  every 
district  in  town,  making  the  school-house  not  only  an 
educational  but  a  social  center.  Incalculable  good  can- 
not fail   to  come  from  this  movement. 

It  is  hoped  Ihat  the  suggestions  recently  made  by 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  reference  to 
needed  changes  and  improvements  will  be  carried  out. 
There  will  be  fiftj^  (50)  pupils  in  the  High  School  next 
year,  and  a  room  of  sufficient  seating  capacity  must  be 
provided.  If  more  room  is  provided  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  the  primary  room  and  the  necessity  of  hiring  a 
room  for  the  commercial  department  will  be  obviated. 

The  town  should  vote  each  year,  as  recommended, 
to  designate  some  rural  school-house  to  be  modernized, 
making  it  more  sanitary,  serviceable  and  attractive.  A 
limited  amount  of  mone)^  coiild  be  most  advantageoush^ 
spent  in  providing  better  floors,  better  lighting,  slate 
blackboards,  better  ventilation,  adjustable  seats,  better 
toilet  facilities,  and,  by  no  means  last,  a  small  school 
bell,  for  the  variance  in  time  causes  much  tardiness  in 
rural  schools.  Why  should  not  these  school-houses  be 
model  ones  ?  The  best  teacher  can  be  more  easil}^  se- 
cured, and  the  results  in  every  wa)^  will  be  far  more  sat- 
isfactory. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  ni}^    keen   apprecia- 
tion of  the  very  hearty  support  and   co-operation  receiv- 
ed from  the  members  of  the   school  board,  the  teachers, 
the  parents,  the  pupils  and  the  citizens.

Principal  of  the  Enfield  High  School 


To  Mr.  Thomas  A.   Roberts, 

Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  High  School  for 
the  years  1913-1914. 

The  total  enrollment  for  the  year  to  date  and  the 
membership  by  classes  were  as  follows  :

The   enrollment  for  this  year  shows  an  increase  of 
seven  pupils  over  that  of  last  year.     It  is  encouraging 
to  note  that  there  have  not  been  so  many  cases  of  drop- 
ping out  of  the  High  school  as  in  previous  )^ears. 

The  efficienc3"  of  the  High  school  has  been  greatly 
increased  through  the  fact  that  the  School  Board  saw  fit 
to  engage  a  proficient  teacher  to  devote  her  entire  time 
to  the  commercial  course.  Heretofore  the  teachers  in 
this  department  have  not  been  able  to  give  their  entire 
attention  to  this  course,  which  has  been  an  inducement 
to  bring  several  students  from  nearby  towns  to  pursue 
courses  in  the  High  school,  while  taking  the  commercial 
studies  more  particularly.  The  present  accommodations 
for  the  commercial  department  are  a  serious  handicap  to 
itself  and  to  the  High  school,  due  to  its  great  distance 
from  the  main  building  whose  rooms  are  filled  to  the 
utmost  capacity. 

The  lack  of  a  physical  laboratory  makes  the  Physics 
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course  deficient  in  some  degree.  The  ver}'  valuable 
training  of  music  and  drawing  should  be  given  a  more 
definite  place  in  the  cnrriculam.  Music  is  being  taught 
this  year  as  best  it  can,  without  some  sort  of  musical 
instrument,  through  the  willingness  of  one  of  the  High 
school  teachers  to  add  this  to  her  already  heavy  schedule 
of  studies. 

At  the  close  of  the  fall  term  the  attendance  was  95.6 
per  cent  of  the  average  membership.  To  increase  the 
per  cent,  of  attendance  and  to  create  a  better  under- 
standing of  school  work,  a  Parent-'ieacher  Association 
has  been  formed  and  should  do  much  for  the  school.  Its 
aim  is  to  bring  about  closer  co-operation  of  school  and 
home  and  to  create  a  greater  interest  in  school  activities. 
Every  parent  should  be  a  member.  The  meetings  are 
entirely  informal  and  are  primarily  for  discussion  of  the 
pupils'  work. 

The  Athletic  Association  organized  last  year  has 
been  given  a  fuller  test  than  heretofore,  due  to  the  gen- 
erosity of  the  village  precinct  commissioners  in  making 
this  possible.  The  aim  has  been  to  bring  out  manliness 
and  womanliness,  leaving  victory  a  secondary  thing. 
There  is  nothing  better  to  instill  into  the  pupils'  lives 
the  importance  of  truth,  honor,  and  tenacity  of  purpose 
than  athletics  and  a  clean,  wholesome,  social  life  in  the 
school.  The  aim  has  been  to  make  the  school  life  an 
attractive  one,  a  real  live  business,  and  not  mere  me- 
chanical routine  forced  by  truant  laws. 

State  Superintendent  Morrison  visited  the  school 
during  the  winter  term  and  has  made  a  very  satisfactory 
report  of  his  visit. 

Allow  me,  at  this  time,  to  express  my  thanks  to 
parents,  pupils,  teachers,  and  School  Board  for  ready 
response,  and  to  you,  for  earnest  support  and  invaluable 
assistance.
